Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed.

The prior art of records and all other cited references, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or the method of fabricating an IC card 
comprising, among other things, a step of fixing an IC portion including an IC chip having a 
memory function, a calculating function, and a control function to the recess portion formed at 
the second main face of a cap portion of each of the plurality of card regions as set forth in the 
claimed combinations.
